■ 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area, 

The  services  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  are 

essentially  the  sane  as  in  1955.  They  are  as  follows: 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the  local 
health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive  medical 
advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic,  attended  by  a medical  officer  of  the  local 
health  authority,  is  held  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurso  who 
is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife. 

(d)  The  New  Quay  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much  larger  area 
covered  by  a Health  Visitor  of  the  County  Council, 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  own  medical  attendant,  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority. 

(g)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and 
advice  by  the  medical  officers  of  both  the  local  health  and  the  local 
authority, 

(h)  Domestic  hel#p  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a rule, 
engaged  locally.

1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  work  done 
during  the  year  1956, 


The  Surveyors  duties  during  the  year  \irere  considerably  more  than 
in  the  previous  year  due  to  supervision  of  work  at  Penpolion,  construction  of 
sewer,  laying  of  water  main  and  Improvement  Grants, 

Water  Supply. 


There  is  a constant  supervision  of  the  water  supply  in  the  district. 
Many  samples  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  during  the  year  and  all 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewer age. 


The  sewerorage  system  on  the  whole  is  working  satisfactorily.  The 
sewage  is  treated  by  means  of  a septic  tank  situated  on  the  "Dolau  Beach", 
and  the  resulting  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  sea,  the  outfall  being  below 
the  low  water  mark.
